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Claims Nos.: 1-14; 67 

Although claims 1-14 are directed to a method of treatment of the 
human/animal body, the search has been carried out and based on the 
alleged effects of the agent. 

Although claim 67 1s directed to a diagnostic method practised on the 
human/animal body, the search has been carried out and based on the 
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disclosure within the meaning of Article 5 PCT for only a very limited 
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and the application so lacks disclosure, that a meaningful search over 
the whole of the claimed scope is impossible. Independent of the above 
reasoning, the claims also lack clarity (Article 6 PCT). An attempt is 
made to define the product by reference to a result to be achieved. 
Again, this lack of clarity 1n the present case 1s such as to render a 
meaningful search over the whole of the claimed scope impossible. 
Consequently, the search has been carried out for those parts of the 
claims which appear to be clear, supported and disclosed, namely those 
parts relating to the products mentioned in Table 9 of the description. 

The applicant's attention Is drawn to the fact that claims, or parts of 
claims, relating to inventions in respect of which no international 
search report has been established need not be the subject of an 
international preliminary examination (Rule 66.1(e) PCT).
